3, 22, as follows: 


“Round: that where a common carrier subject 
to the act performs an intermediate service in 
connection with traffic moving at joint rates, it 
should concur in such joint rates and receive divi- 
sions thereof, divisional arrangements to be so 
adjusted as to, in effect, result in absorption there- 
of by line that delivers traffic to carrier perform- 
ing the intermediate service.”

Upon inquiries as to the effect of the decision 
rendered on June 8, 1925, by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in Wm.

TRANSIT PRIVILEGES: ON IMPORT SHIP-

In Conference Ruling 260-204 of this bulletin, the 
Commission expressed the view that a transit priv- 
ilege extending through a period of more than one 
year is prima facie unreasonable. Experience has 
shown, however, that as applied to tea and matting 
which must be purchased in foreign countries in cer- 
tain seasons and in large quantities, a transit period 
of 18 months is not unreasonable provided full local 
rates to the transit point are required to be paid.

TRANSIT PROVISIONS NOT RETROACTIVE 


Under Section 6 of the Interstate Commerce Act 
any provision for transit must be made by tariff, 
Such provisions are| deemed to apply properly only 
to shipments which) originate while the provisions 
are im effect, and no\ new or amended transit provi- 
sion is to be made applicable by tariff to shipments 
which originated before the effective date of #hat- 
tariff.
